is the disposition to accept the situation 
philosophically and exchange election 
itoriei with only good oatnred banter. 
Republicans 
concede 
that Democrats 


made the large majorities possible, and 
if defeated candidates have any cause 
for complaint they must include their 
own party ia their censun. In brief, 
the result, while a great advantage to 
the Republican party, was pretty much 
a people's victory, after all. So there Is 
no disposition manifested here to "rub it 
in" on the defeated candidates. The 
official count of the returns was made 
Thursday under the supervision of Regis- 
ter of Wills Fellmaa. The count began 
at noon and was completed 
at 130 


o'clock. As was stated in the last Issue of 
the Gazette, no attention had been paid 
to the vote for State and county candi- 
dates except the returns for Judge and 
District Attorney. 
When the election 


board got through, however, many people 
were surprised at the vote polled by the 
candidates on 
the Sate 
ticket. The 


figures disclose 
two important facts: 


First, That Republicans who have been 
disposed in recent years to out the State 
ticket had no fault to find on this occa- 
sion, and secondly, 
that hundreds of 


Democrats who were determined to take 
no chances in their effort tc defeat their 
candidate for Judge, voted the straight 
Republican ticket. Ai an example the 
fact may be cited, the Republican candi- 
date for State Treasurer received 
the 


Splendid majority of 1910, and the Repub- 
lican candidate for Superior Court 1959 In 
on instance, and 1645 in another 
Even 


Snyder for Auditor General, against whom 
there was more or less feeling on account 
of his attitude on the Press Muzzier bill, 
received 1800 majority. 


It was said that Judge Yerkes would re- 


oeiva an unusually large vote from the 
Prohibition and temperance element of 
the county but the Prohibition vote fer 
State candidates did not exceed 157 in 
any instance. 


THE COUNTY TICKET.

the official count confers that distinction 
on Oressraan for Director of the Poor, who 
had a majority of 1867.

Creed Revealed by Character. 


In the" ebb and flow of Christian history 


It sometimes has come to pass that em- 
phasis has been put upon belief more than 
upon life. The temptation to exalt creed 
above character is as subtle as it is 
strong. 
It is easier to convince one's self 


of a truth than to illustrate that truth in 
conduct, and when the defense and en- 
forcement of righteousness among men 
have bad to include largely the correction 
of beliefs and the Inculcation of more cor- 
rect creeds, it has been natural for belief 
in a creed to attain and retain undue 
prominence. Many who still are In middle 
life can took back to the time when belief 
in a creed wai considered the great thing 
by multitudes of Christians, who did not 
consciously undervalue the obligation to 
live righteously, but who had been taught 
to believe that i correct faith was the 
most vital matter. The pendulum may be 
swinging now to the other extreme, yet 
there Is reason for its movement. There is 
too much room for difference between 
what we believe and what we think we 
believe. There Is too much possibility of 
correct 
belief 
which fails to control 


sufficiently the conduct which it 1s assum- 
ed to aspire. 
It needs to be remembered 


that our fellowmen seldom are deceived in 
regard to us, judging us by life rather 
than by profession; that God never is de- 
ceived; and that we must stand or fall at 
laat not by what we have professed to be- 
lieve but by what our actioni have proved 
that we really did believe. The need of 
consistency between creed and conduct 
grows 
increasingly 
apparent 
If the 


recognition of this 
fact 
leads to a 


tendency to minimise creeds, that is not 
necessarily an evil. 
He who studies c»re- 


fnlly the teachings of Christ will find 
that our Lord laid down as vital only a 
very few and simple truths, important al- 
though they are. We say this, not to 
depreciate creeds, but to point, out the 
possibility of overestimating their relative 
importance. 
It is the life which tells 


here. It Is the life which will toll here- 
after.

"I will visit the iniquities of the 
Fathers, unto the third and fourth genera- 
tion of them that hate ma " There is a 
dead body; It may float for a time under 
tho surface of the water, but in time It 
mill comu to tho surface and defile the 
atmoB]!here. So the sins that tor a time 
lie hidden will appear and we must reap 
its fruit 
Tho sins of the present may be 


over-indulgence, or a secret sin. Those 
Bins are limply a promissory note payable 
by our children. 
Again, your acts are 


the property of the future generation. 


IB it not true ' The fathers have eaten 


sour grapes, and the oblldren'i teeth are 
set on edge" and the thought that you 
and I by our acts are the rulers of the 
future generations? 
You may bend a

D. Landreth and Sons, the oldest seed 


firm in the United States has failed. 


After making a hard struggle 
to 


Straighten out the financial 
difficulties 


which have beset the firm, which wocld 
enable the continuance of tbe business, 
tbe collapse came last week when four 
creditors filed the petition in the United 
States District Court asking that Burnet 
and Leopold Landretb, individually, and 
as tbe firm of D. Lnndretb & Sons, seed 
merchants, be adjudged involuntary bank- 
rupts 
This action was taken, it was 


said, in response to tbe following letter 
to Julius 0, Levi, counsel for t'ie credi- 
tors

The house of D, Landreth & Sons, is one 


cf the oldest in the country, having been 
founded in 1784 by David Landretb who 
carnw from England. The business has 
been conducted by succeeding generations 
of the same family, and the firm still 
owns extensive seed farms in Bucks county, 
in Burlington county, N. J., and in Lan- 
caster county, Va. It also has stores near 
Bristol and at Jamaica, L. I 


Burnet Landretb, head of the firm, did 


not care to talk about the bankruptcy 
proceedings but referred visitors to his 
counsel, J. Levering Jones. Mr. Jones 
said, in explanation of the firm's plight 


' There have been many changes in bus 


iness methods in late years, but the firm 
has pursued old methods. They were kind 
and thoughtful for the men whom they 
employed. 
When the harvests were over, 


and other employers would have sent their 
workers off to get through the winter as 
they might, the Landreths tided them over 
the cold season, when there was little or 
nothing for the men to da 


"It was humane, and the firm felt they 


could afford it 
They were always; on the 


best of terms with their workmen, and 
the latter worked for them for years. 
When old age finally overtook them, the 
firm did not ruthlessly turn them off, but 
kept them from want by small pension 


' There has been a great development 


in the seed business in Philadelphia in 
recent years, there has been more and 
keener competition. 
With the Landreths,

more, and the bankruptcy 
proceedings

On July 24 last a committee of creditors 


inventoried the assets of the 6cm as a 
"going" concern at $134,197 and at a 
forced sale at $53 545 


Julius 0 Levi, counsel for the credit- 


or,s, said that the latter numbered about 
100 or 150, the largest creditors being a 


I number of country banks in Pennsylvania 
' and New Jersey. Mr. Levi eontmued 


"During the summer a compromise was 


attempted 
A small minority of the cred- 


itors, however, stood out and Insisted upon 
then accounts in full 
As tbe Landreths 


were unable to pay all their creditors in 
full this compromise failed 
They then 


agreed to make a liquidation of their af- 
fairs in bankruptcy 


Mr Levi, on behalf of the creditors, 


averred that it was necessary for the busi 
ness to be continued, owing to the fact, 
peculiar to tbe seed business,, that seeds 
are not marketable except in season, that 
in order to protect the assets of the estate 
it would be necessary to harvest tbe crops 
and operate the farms so that all tbe pro 
ducts would not be lost to the creditors. 


The news qf the failure was received
